On Saturday this Theatre was fairly attended, but the receipts must 
have fallen far short of the expenses. This is not to be wondered at—if 
the management do not choose to present its supporters with better enter- 
tainment than translations of wretched French vaudevilles, it will find its 
support eventually give way. In Keolanthe, Wilson was, as usual, en- 
thusiastically applauded.

The audience plainly shewed the 
disgust they entertain of such productions as The Matrimonial Ladder 
being palmed upon them, by treating the latter affair with coldness and 
contempt. Not even could Wilson’s air, “ Yes those laughing eyes of 
thine,” secure their good humour. Barker sings well, and Duruset and 
Miss Emma Howard deserve all praise, but the sooner the manager with- 
draws the ladder the better will it be for the appearance of the building. 
By the way, we have heard some strange reports respecting the movements 
of the directors here. It is said that one or two or even three dispute 
the honor of government—that a certain singer, “ from the banks of rushy 
Nile,” is to withdraw immediately on the plea of indisposition ; that—but 
here we will stop, and make further enquiries before we print all that we 
have heard. 

Active preparations are making by Eliason, in the shape of engage- 
ments, for the next Concert season at Drury Lane. Musard and Strauss 
are to share the baton. The same arrangement will be observed within 
the Theatre as last season, but it is very likely these will be on a much 
grander scale. We are told that fountains are to play as well as the mu- 
sicians, and choice flowers are to b/ow in company with Herr Koenig. If 
half the reports we have heard be true the house will be a superb resort 
for summer loungers.
